Fifth  Amendment . . . 


Universities  Protest  Censure 
For  Faculty  ‘Loyalty’  Steps 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  — Two 
university  presidents  have  chal- 
lenged a censure  move  aimed 
by  a special  committee  of  pro- 
fessors at  their  handling  of  loy- 
alty charges  against  faculty 
members. 

A committee  of  the  American 
Assn,  of  University  Professors 
AAUP  recommended  Wednes- 
day night  censure  of  the  admin- 
istrations of  the  University  of 
California,  Ohio  State,  Rutgers 
and  Temple  universities,  the  Jef- 
ferson Medical  College  at  Phila- 
delphia. 

THE  COMMITTEE  also  said 
it  found  some  “cause  for 
cern”  at  the  University  of  Colo- 
rado. “Invocation  of  the  Fifth 
Amendment  by  a faculty  mem- 
ber. . .”  the  committee  said, 
“cannot  be  in  itself  a sufficient 
ground  for  removing  him.”  It 
said  the  same  applies  to  a re- 
fusal to  sign  loyalty  oaths,  and 


accused  the  five  schools  of  im- 
proper treatment  of  faculty 
members  involved  in  such 
charges. 

In  Berkeley,  Calif.,  President 
Robert  Gordon  Sproul  of  the 
University  of  California  said  the 
report  “was  obviously  drafted 
some  time  ago.”  If  it  were  re- 
drafted “on  the  basis  of  current 
facts,”  he  added,  “It  is  doubtful 
that  It  would  make  the— same 
charges  or  reach  the  same  con- 
clusions” regarding  his  school. 
A controversy  over  loyalty  oaths 
was  the  principal  point  of  criti-" 
cism  there. 

IN  COLUMBUS,  President 
Howard  L.  Bevis  of  Ohio  State 
said  the  committee  published  its 
findings  “without  notice,  with-

HOLLYWOOD  (AP)— “Mar- 
ty,” the  movie  originally  made 
as  a tax  loss  to  offset  big  grosses 
of  two  Burt  Lancaster  westerns, 
emerged  Thursday  as  the  oscar- 
winning  picture.

We'll  start  with  the  equipment. 

- First  and  foremost  are  the  clubs,  which  are  made  out  of  both 
m and  wood,  being  called  irons  and  woods  for  obvious  reasons. 
ie  woods  are  used  for  teeing  off  .that  is,  the  initial  striking  of  the 
11  after  one  has  completed  the  previous  hole. 

The  irons  are  used  for  approaching  the  green,  which  is  the 
«a  around  the  hole.  This  is  the  area  where  tempers  usually  rise  to 
gh  pitches.  One  must  be  very  careful  of  his  vocabulary  as  sound 
rries  very  well  over  the  roling  knolls  of  the  Timp  course. 

The  object  of  the  game  is  to  hit  a small,  white  ball  into  a hole 
the  size  of  it.  This  attempt,  while  it  looks  fairly  easy  to  the 
isual  ander,  is  thwarted  by  mysterious  little  dips  and  hills 
endishly  devised  by  the  architect  of  the  course.
